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1 . The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it refers to the purported merits of 
the invention. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

2. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 3 depends from itself, a dependent claim, hence its metes and bounds cannot be 
determined. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being incomplete for 
omitting essential elements, such omission amounting to a gap between the elements. See MPEP 
§ 2172.01. The omitted elements are: any step that includes the addition of a halogen, since a 
halogen is a required component of the solid titanium catalyst component. 

Further in claim 1, the second and third lines from the end, "the materials" strictly lack 
antecedent basis. In 1. 6 insert —the group consisting of- after "selected from", and in 1. 7 it is 
not clear what is meant by "in the coexistence of; are these elements and reagents in physical 
contact with each other, or are they simply in separate beakers on the same lab bench at the same 
time? It is also not clear what is meant by "in a suspended state"; is a suspension of these 
reagents made in the inert hydrocarbon solvent? In (B) is the same aliquot of a given reagent 
contacted plural times with the same batch of a mixture of the remaining reagents, or is it that the 
various reagents are each combined with one another in portions instead of all at once? 

In claim 5, 1. 2 insert -the group consisting of- after "selected from", and "using" may 
be considered as trigger language for an impermissible "use" claim; -contacting the olefins with 
the catalyst of claim 4- or similar language would overcome this issue. 
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3. Claims 1 and 4 are objected to because of the following informalities: in claim 1, in 
the (A) and (B) sections "a method of should be deleted. In claim 4 the Roman numerals 
should be replace with their current Arabic numerial equivalents of 1, 2 and 13. Appropriate 
correction is required. 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by EPO 0 585 
869 A 1 (hereafter referred to as Toida). 

Toida discloses the invention as claimed (abstract; p. 4, 1. 8-12; example 1; claim 2).
